Endurance sprints 


I am in receipt of the tentative 1985 
AMA/CCS road racing schedule and 
am concerned with the 500 kilometer 
format proposed for the majority of 
the Endurance Series. 

As a candidate member of Stock- 
line Racings' 1986 effort, I am con- 
templating a substantial investment 
of time and money. Unexpectedly, 
several questions and an air of doubt 
have come to mind. As a "home- 
grown” effort without major corpo- 
rate sponsor, we depend on the most 
number of viable team member/riders 
to capitalize on talent and help defer 
costs. Will the shortened race format 
discourage this because all riders will 
not have significant track time? Will 
it really be worth the individual team 
members' traveling long distances to 
ride for one hour? Another question 
comes to mind: Will we not be com- 
petitive unless we build “sprint” 
motors, with their higher inherent 
COst, to contest these shorter events? 

Most important, AMA CCS “En- 
durance" racing will not be such, but 
in reality a three-four hour all-out 
sprint race, which will not place a 
premium on a high degree consis- 
tency, dependability, or team strategy 
normally associated with our sport. 

In contrast, WERA offers a full 
schedule of six, eight, and 24-hour 
events and consequently can be referred 
to as the definitive endurance racing 
series. Unfortunately, it may become 
necessary to realign our thinking as 
to which series more closely matches 
our objectives for the 1986 season.

Guy Cooper, Billy Liles, and Kees van der 
Ven opened the 16th Annual Florida Winter 


AMA MX Series at Gatorback Cycle Park, 
earning Pro class wins in a field of over 820 


Pro and amateur riders from 34 
states. The Scott USA-spon- 
sored, Worldsports-promoted 
event is the oldest AMA-sanc- 
tioned MX series in the nation and 
historically provides eastern riders 
with an opportunity to shape up 
their bodies and shake down their 
machines for the upcoming season. 
Former series champions Bob Han- 
nah, Tony DiStefano and Barry Hig- 


gins were on hand at the Gainesville 
opener, with Hannah competing in 
the tough 250cc lineup on his new 
Suzuki, Higgins challenging in the 
Senior division, and DiStefano coach- 
ing his bevy of students from the side- 
lines. 

Victory at the opener was the sweet- 
est for Georgia's Billy Liles, who lost 
his Kawasaki factory ride for the 1986 
season. “I’m more or less my own 
boss now," explained the smiling

ride has been cancelled, Kawasaki 
will honor my remaining contract, 
give me bikes, and help me get to the 
races.

I really wanted to 
get pumped for this race," Liles added, 
"so some of my buddies suggested I 
go see Rocky IV for inspiration.” 
Holland's Kees van der Ven, who 
upset perennial 500cc series standouts 
Jo Jo Keller, Mark Murphy, Dave 
Hollis, and Steve Martin, said, after 
his two sensational motos of racing, 
"I changed from the 125cc to the 
500cc class this year, and I had heard 
that Florida was a good place to 
familiarize myself with the 490 KTM. 
I have ridden Unadilla, but this 1s my 
first chance to see and ride in the 
southern part of your country. We 
have sand tracks in Holland, and I'm 
looking forward to riding the famous 
Winter AMA sand circuits." 
Oklahoma's Guy Cooper led Rod- 
ney Barr, Ronnie Tichenor, Mark 
Melton and Terry Tinney in the 
opening 125cc Pro shootout lap, but 
Barr's Moto Fox/Barr Competition 
Team Green Kawasaki ripped to the 
head of the pack and settled the moto 
tally sheet on the first lap. “I got held 
up in the start," said Barr, “but the 
bike was working great and I made 
up the gap before the lap was over.” 
First-vear-Pro Tichenor and Honda's 
Keith Turpin knocked off Cooper for 
the second and third place slots. 
Moto two was a Honda duel for the 
win between Cooper and Turpin, 
with Tichenor and Barr battling for 
third on their Kawasakis. "Keith 
passed me on the third lap and I had a 
chance to see his lines," said Cooper. 
"With one to go, lapped riders slowed 
him down. I picked my spot, passed 
him, and held on for the win.” After 
the grueling race, Barr said “My 
shock was steaming; the bike was 
handling badly. I was lucky to hold 
on to that second overall." 
Northgate Honda's Tom Carson, 
who is noted for his 250cc series hole- 
shots, led two straight before crashing 
away his lead to the Suzuki-mounted 
duo of Jeff Hicks and Todd Harrell. 
Tommy Martin, Jeff Surwall, Doug 


Feller, Jo Jo Keller and Kenny Key- 
lon got away clean with Liles and 
Hannah on the prowl. But Hick’s 
Suzuki soon shucked its chain, leaving 
Harrell in control for three laps. 
Keller and Liles moved up quickly 
on Harrell’s fender to challenge. Kell- 
er’s Brockton Cycle/Savage Racing/ 
AXO Yamaha took the point until 
Lile’s Chris Brady-prepped Kawasaki 
iced the win on lap nine. Carson 
came off the ground and rode hard to 
end up fifth. Hannah struggled mid- 
pack with suspension problems for a 
17th place finish at moto's end. His 
mechanic, Jeff Clark, said, Bob just 
got three new bikes and all the testing 
we did was on the hard stuff at the 
California tracks. We will make some 
adjustments before the second moto 
and try to get the bike dialed in for 
this Florida terrain." Liles added, 
"Bob and I were together for a while, 
and I could tell he was having sus- 
pension trouble. He almost bailed off 
once and had to back off." 

Mississippi's Trampas Parker and 
Carson rotated the lead in the early 
going of the final moto, until crowd 
favorite Hannah reeled them in, 
opened a 10-second lead and easily 
danced away with the moto win. Car- 
son held on to the second spot, bag- 
ging a second overall, Liles being 
content with third for the moto and 
first overall for the day. “We have a 
long way to go with the bike," ex- 
plained Hannah, “‘but Suzuki wants 
to and I want to go." 

Suzuki’s Pat Alexander was on 
hand to celebrate the second moto 
victory. Hannah last raced on a Suzuki ` 
ll years ago, one year prior to his 
sensational Winter AMA win for 
Yamaha in '75. Hannah's teammate 
Hicks said, “It was a little disappoint- 
ing for me today. I lost fifth place to 
the chain again.” Keylon, who is 
back racing in his native state, home 
from his contractwith Shell/Yamaha 
in Brazil, explained his day’s activi- 
ties, “I bent my bars in the first moto 
and was up and down all through the 
second. I hope that stuff is out of my 
system.” 

The 500cc class featured an inter- 
national line up, with Dutch Cham-

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pion Kees van der Ven, Canadian 
Champ Ross Pedersen and Japanese 
Champion Steve Martin all on the 
starting line. Rookie Pro Tommy 
Watts wrestled the first turn from van 
der Ven and Martin with Dave Hol- 
lis, JoJo Keller and Mark Murphy in 
pursuit. Keller moved past Hollis 
and picked off Watts on lap five. Van 
der Ven stalled his KTM and lost sev- 
eral places. “It took four kicks to get 
it started," he explained wtih flus- 
trated tone. 

“I think van der Ven's problem 
started when he chose to go through 
the mud and we were taking a dry 
line," explained Keller. Hollis, Mar- 
tin and van der Ven tangled for 
fourth until the flying Dutchman 
broke away and hunted Keller. “I 
have raced with Keller in Europe," 
van der Ven said. "We've competed 
in the stadium events and on the 
beaches in France." It was van der 
Ven's day as he scored the moto 
victory. 

“I had food poisoning during the 
holidays and I still am not up to 
strength,” said Keller. 

Pro Shock/Wheels of Oxford-spon- 
sored Hollis ripped the second-moto 
holeshot with Watts, Martin, and 
van der Ven on the pipe. Keller was 
centerpunched in the start and forced 
to retire with a hand injury. Watts 
had a lap of glory after passing Hol- 
lis, but the Dutchman was on a roll 
and the last five laps were his. 

In the KTM pit congratulations 
were flowing in several languages. 
"Henk Thuis of White Power is 
doing the suspension work and Sief 
Gossens is the engine man," said a 
pleased van der Ven. 

Thuis said, "We have a good oppor- 
tunity to do suspension and tire test- 
ing here in Florida. We want Kees to 
be really ready for the Grand Prix 
circuit." 


Amateur 


Michigan’s John Kitsch and Jef 
Stanton were multiple winners in ar 
impressive amateur field. Team Greer 
Kawasaki-sponsored Kitsch aced the 
12-15 85cc Mini, Super Mini, and 
125cc B classes. Yamaha/Hi-Point- 
sponsored Stanton romped to a pair 
of victories in the prestigious 250cc A 
and 500cc A classes. 

Illinois' Kenny Bollmeier ran down 
Glen Somerville, Chris Coleman and 
Hugh Newsome before motoring 
away with the first 125cc A moto. 
Florida's Keith. Fox and Indiana's 
Mike Larocca rode back from disas- 
trous starts to take second and third 
by moto's end. Bollmeier passed Fox 
in moto two and the pair dueled side- 
by-side over Gatorback's challenging 
jumps and drop-offs. Kawasaki/Scott/ 
Barr-sponsored Fox said, “My motor 
mount bolt backed out and I had 
trouble shifting the bike. I finally 
solved the problem and passed him 
on a rough straight." 

Stanton showed no mercy to the 
250cc A guys, and Kenny Bollmeier, 
Rick Lindell, Carl Villaincourt and 
Jeff Fisher had to squabble for left-

New 1986 Suzukis 


Suzuki introduced several new U.S.-market 
models ata round of dealer shows that ended 
in December, in addition to the previously- 


seen GSXR750 and GSXR1100 sport bikes. 


Heading the list of new ma- 
chines is the $1999 LS650 Sav- 
age, a 652cc air-cooled, electric- 
start, four-speed single-cylinder, 


four-valve four-stroke cruiser with 
belt final drive. The LS650’s engine 
is derived from the proven SP600/ 
DR600 powerplant, retaining the 


gear-driven counterbalancer system 
and manual valve adjustment with 
externally-restyled cylinder, cylinder 
head and crankcase sidecovers. 
Added to the engine is electric 
starting; an electro-mechanical com- 
pression release is automatically acti- 
vated when the rider hits the starter 
button, and makes it easier for the 
starter motor to turn over the engine.

The bike is targeted at new motor- 
cyclists and riders returning to motor- 
cycling; Suzuki marketeers wanted a 
simple, straightforward, inexpensive 
machine that wouldn't leave the new 
rider feeling he had “outgrown” his 
new bike after a few months. Part of 
the market research on the Savage 
consisted of talking to current Honda 
Rebel owners; the Rebel has been a 
big success for Honda, especially in 
attracting entry and re-entry riders. 
But according to Suzuki spokesmen, 
Honda owners surveyed often felt the 
250cc Rebel was a little too. small 
after owning it for awhile. 

Suzuki spokesmen say the LS650 is 
an all-new design without parts bor- 
rowed from existing models. Not 
much plastic is used, with painted 
steel being used for brackets and 
fenders. Wheels are wire-spoked (15- 
inch rear, 19-inch front) witha single 
front disc brake and a drum rear 
brake. Claimed dry weight is 342 
pounds. The bike ts available with 
either pullback or flat handlebars, 
just like the successful Intruder intro- 
duced for 1985. 

The Intruder is back for 1986, with 
cast-aluminum-wheel versions join- 
ing the existing wire-spoke-wheel 
models. 

There’s a luxury version of Suzu- 
ki's Cavalcade 1360cc V-four tourer, 
the Cavalcade LXE, witha whole list 
of new features, including lever-con- 
trolled vents in the full touring fair- 
ing, cornering lights, wider case 
guards, rearview mirrors raised for 
less-obstructed vision, chrome han- 
dlebar end weights, added cassette 
tape storage and a map case in the 
fairing, a change holder for toll roads, 
adjustable air-pillow rider seat (the 
passenger scat had air-pillows in 
1985), chrome panels on the bottom 
of the flip-up passenger floorboards, 
adjustable passenger headrest, addi- 
tional stereo speakers and passenger- 
C ontrolled balanc ec control, added en- 
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gine finning and polishing, helmet 
locks relocated to the rear of the top 
case for easier access, cords linking 
saddlebag lids to the saddlebags so a 
removed lid can't fall on the ground, 
new front brake rotors and pad mate- 
rial for improved longevity, and a 90° 
valve stem on the rear wheel for easier 
access. 

Claimed dry weight for the Caval- 
cade LXE 1s 783 pounds. 

Reflecting Suzuki's concern that 
modern motorcycles are becoming 
too expensive for first-time buyers, 
the company’s 1986 lineup includes 
two’relatively-inexpensive dual-pur- 
pose machines, the SP125 and the 
SP200, which sell for $1249 and $1549, 
respectively. Both have a front disc 
brake, single-shock rear suspension, 
a 3.4-gallon gas tank, and enduro 
styling with integral headlight/front 
number plate and a toolbag mounted 
on the rear fender. The SP125 has a 
57x48.8mm, 124cc four-stroke engine 
with a six-speed transmission and 
electronic ignition. The SP125 usesa 
21-inch front wheel and an 18-inch 
rear wheel; wheelbase is 54.8 inches; 
claimed dry weight is 223 pounds. 

The four-stroke SP200 displaces 
199cc from a bore and stroke of 
66x58.2mm and has a five-speed trans- 
mission. The SP200 also has a 21- 
inch front wheel and an 18-inch rear 
wheel, with a wheelbase of 54.9 inches 
and a claimed dry weight of 225 
pounds. 

Joining the SP125 and SP200 in 
Suzuki's 1986 lineup are two dirt- 
only variations, the DRI25 and 
DR200. The two DR models differ 
from the SP models only in gas tank 
size (down to 2.6 gallons), use of full 
knobby ures instead of trials univer- 
sal tires, and lack of full strect-legal 
lighting. Claimed dry weight for the 
DR125 is 207 pounds with a sug- 
gested retail price of $1199; claimed 
dry weight for the DR200 is 209

A new American product line of street and 
motocross tires was introduced by the motor- 
cycle division of Pirelli Tire Corporation 
during the company’s “U.S. Premiere '86," 


held at the Sheraton Premiere 

Hotel. : 
Pirelli's latest street line in- 

cludes a new, second genera- 


tion of "radial concept" tires for 
motorcycles, called the MP7R. This 
line offers not only a higher-perfor- 
mance tire designed specifically for 
the United States market, but also the 
world's first 60% aspect ratio, road- 
going radial, which is capable of 
withstanding speeds up to 170 mph, 
according to company officials. 

For motocross riders, Pirelli intro- 
duced two new front tires, the MT44 
Lagunacross (for soft and mixed ter- 
rain), and the MT46 Hardcross (which 
Pirelli claims excels on hard, dusty 
and slightly muddy surfaces). Both 
tires were used by David Thorpe 
(Honda 500cc) and Pekka Vehkonen 
(Cagiva 125cc) to win their 1985 World 
Motocross Championships. 

The tire which will draw the most 
interest from  performance-oriented 
American road riders will be the 
MP7R 60. This tire 1s an extremely 


low-profile, pure radial, only 60% as 
high as it is wide. 

Previously, 60% aspect ratio bike 
tires have been confined to the race 
track, but the introduction of the 
Pirelli model to the marketplace will 
bring low, wide radials to big-bore 
road bikes. The MP7R 60 recently 
has been specified as original equip- 
ment by Cagiva-Ducati and Bimota, 
and is now under evaluation by other 
manufacturers. Pirelli feels its new 60 
series radial will become original 
equipment on a growing number of 
the world's top performance road 
bikes. The 60 Series tire, which takes 
a larger rim than is used by conven- 
tional bias ply tires, will not be avail- 
able to the replacement market until 
1987. 

Pirelli's new tire, produced espe- 
cially for the United States, is the 
MP7 America, designed specifically 
for high speed, long-distance cruisers 
(like the Honda Aspencade, Suzuki 
Cavalcade, Yamaha Venture and 
Kawasaki Voyager), and muscle bikes 
(like the Yamaha V-Max and Kawa- 
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Pirelli's new MP7R 60 tire series, fitted as original equipment on a new 
Cagiva (above), is the world's first 60% aspect ratio, road-going radial, 
and is capable of withstanding speeds up to 170 mph, according to Pirelli 


officials. 





saki Eliminator). Such motorcycles 
make a lot of torque values and can 
weigh in excess of 1000 Ibs., when 
fully loaded with rider, passenger 
and luggage. 

The MP7R America is the first 
radial tire designed especially for big 
touring and muscle machines, and 
can withstand speeds just over 150 
mph — at least 20 mph greater than 
the most durable cross-ply tires — 
according to Pirelli spokesmen. 

“The new radial's performance 
values are well ahead of those of 
cross-plies," said Guido Giancola, 
Pirelli Group technical director for 
motorcycle tires. ''Compared to con- 
ventional tires, the MP7R America 
delivers in excess of 15% more wet 
grip, braking power and mileage. Its 
rolling resistance 1s 1075 lower and its 
tread deforms at speed an 1mpressive 
60% less." The weight of the new tire 
averages 10% less than an equivalent 
cross-ply. 

Pirelli's MP7 already has been ap- 
proved by Yamaha for its FJ1100 and 
FZ750; by BMW for its KIOORS, as 
well as by Bimota, Egli, Laverda and 
Moto Guzz. 

Another addition to Pirelli's high 
performance street line is the new 
Sportscomp and Sportscomp Front, 
designed to meet the needs of sports 
riders who own machines ranging 
from 350cc up. These cross-ply tires 
were introduced to augment the 
Phantom plus-1 line now available 
to the American market, and are 
available in 14 sizes for 350cc to 
1400cc machines. 

The Sportscomp has been deve- 
loped for the expanding enthusiast 
segment of the market, while the 
Phantom (for machines capable of 
up to 140 mph), remains the tire for 
the rider who needs balance between 
high performance, high mileage and 
comfort. 

Pirelli views the new Sportscomp 
as a sporting tire while the old- 
standby Phantom is looked upon as a 
sports-touring tire. The Sportscomp 
has a new internal structure in which 
high-tensile rayon cords are set at 
extremely low crown angles to pro- 
duce a light but efficient carcass, 
according to the Italian tire company. 

"Even more of a slick than the 
Phantom plus-1, the Sportscomp's 
aggressive tread profile, pattern and 
‘tacky’ compound combine to pro- 
duce sports performance satisfaction, 
better wet and dry grip and easy lean 
angle transition," said Giancola. The 


new tire has a claimed speed capabil- 
ity of over 150 mph. 

During the years Pirelli was design- 
ing, developing and introducing the 
world’s first production line of radial 
concept motorcycle street tires, world 
class caliber motocross riders were 
using Pirelli's MX tires to win World 
Motocross Championships. Not only 
did riders using Pirelli tires claim the 
500cc and 125cc World Champion- 
ships in 1985, but riders whose ma- 
chines sported Pirelli rubber also 
have claimed 14 of a possible 18 
world titles since 1980. 

To win their 1985 World Cham- 
pionships, Vehkonen and Thorpe 
used Pirelli’s new MT44 Lagunacross 
and MT46 Hardcross fronts, coupled 
with the company's established MT27 
Deltacross, MI32 Sandcross, MT35 
Hardcross and MT37 Lagunacross 
rear tires. 

The new Lagunacross front, which 
will be available to the public in 
1986, 1s designed for use in soft and 
mixed terrain. It is 90% as high as it is 
wide, for better bump absorption, 
and it has a tread width of 90mm, 
which combines with special rubber 
compounds and sharp tread blocks to 
bite through slippery surfaces and 
find harder earth to grip. 

The MT46 Hardcross front, also 
available in 1986, is made for prime 
performance on hard, dusty and 
slightly muddy surfaces. It is a tire of 
10075 aspect ratio, which delivers good 
bump absorption. Its 80mm-wide 
tread gives maximum control on 
straights and reduces unsprung 
weight. 


Pirelli's Motorcycle Tire Division 
will make a fresh start in America 
during 1986. The Italian parent com- 
pany has established a new U.S. head- 
quarters, a new U.S. Marketing Man- 
ager, a new U.S. distribution network 
and a new U.S. corporation. As of 
January, Pirelli Tire Corporation of 
America will be directly responsible 
for the sales, marketing and distribu- 
tion of Pirelli motorcycle tires 
throughout the United States. For 
the first time, a U.S. Marketing Man- 
ager (Derek M. Walters), has been 
named, who will report to President 
David James in Pirelli Tire Corpora- 
tion's San Jose headquarters.

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Italy fights back with 


a vengeance

"Move over Japan, you’ re not having things 
your own way... That's the message that 
comes loud and clear from the Italian motor- 
cycle manufacturers who launched an unpre- 


cedented range of new models 

at the recent Milan Show. 
New machines from Cagiva, 

Ducati, Laverda, Vespa, Gilera 


and Moto Guzzi packed the giant 
halls at the Milan show complex to 
show the world that the Italians aren’t 
taking the Japanese threat lying down. 

The star of the show was the 350cc 
Laverda Lesmo — the long-awaited 
water-cooled, three-cylinder, two- 
stroke that’s reported to develop over 
74 horsepower and be capable of over 
125 mph. Laverda also showed a 
125cc Lesmo, though based on a sin- 
gle cylinder, two-stroke motor. An 
interesting feature of this bike is what 
Laverda calls “aerodynamic lenticu- 
lar disc wheels." Basically, these are 
cast alloy wheels with streamlining 
plastic inserts. 

The long-awaited Massimo Tam- 
burini-designed Cagiva-Ducati sport- 
sters, based on the Ducati Pantah 
range of motors, made their debut at 
the show in 350cc and 750cc versions. 
Known as the Paso, these bikes sport 
a neat box-section tubular steel frame 
with single rear shock and alloy 
swingarm. A full-body fairing and 
screen with faired-in rear section com- 
pletes the package. 

Interestingly, although Cagiva and 
Ducati had separate stands at the 
show, they were keen to present a 
single corporate image and all the 
new Ducatis sported new tank badges 
with big Ducati lettering incorporat- 
ing a litle Cagiva elephant. Despite 
the fact that Cagiva, which now owns 
the Ducati concern, 1s keen to establish 
their name internationally, it looks 
as if it will be a long ume before 
over-650cc machines appear with just 
the Cagiva badge on the bodywork. 

Other new Cagivas include the 
125cc KZ two-stroke single, a sophis- 
ticated 22 horsepower, water-cooled 
machine with a power chamber device 
on the exhaust port to improve low 
and midrange power delivery. The 
KZ comes in a high-tech, single-rear- 
shock frame with an integrated fair- 
ing. 

Gilera, for so long manufacturers 
of two-stroke tiddlers, stunned show- 
goers with a completely new four- 
stroke machine — a twin-cam, single- 
cylinder trailbike with water cooling 
and four-valve head. Known as the 
Dakota, the bikes come 1n 350cc and 
500cc versions. The 350cc version 
develops as claimed 33 horsepower at 
7500 rpm and although no printed 
information was available on the 
500cc, a power output of around 40 
horsepower is being forecast. 

Scooter pioneer Vespa launched its 
first new motor for years; a fuel- 
injected, reed-valve, two-stroke unit 


that’s expected to be incorporated, 


into a new model within a year. 

Weird and wonderful offerings 
came from the tiny HRD concern, 
which showed an outrageous Honda 
Aspencade-style machine. . . based 
on a 125cc two-stroke motor! The 
tiny bike incorporated a radio and 
plenty of other extras. The bike's 
only available to custom order, and 
there's no official price yet. 


Chopper-style machines were much 
in evidence at Milan: Laverda showed 
the CU125, a laid-back machine based 
on a 125cc two-stroke motor and 
Ducati showed the 750 Louisiana — 
a desmo V-twin machine that was 
designed at the Cagiva factory. 

Bimota, the frame specialists, 
showed off the new tube-framed, hy- 
draulically-steered Tesi racer, the lat- 
est development of the pioneering 
machine that the Rimini-based con- 
cern plans to campaign seriously this 
year. And Bimota bosses were pleased 
at theshow with the success that their 
first all-Italian machine — the 750cc 
Ducati-engined Tesi — is enjoying. 
Apparently they can't get enough of 
them in Japan, where the first batch 
of 50 was snapped up almost before 
the crates were cracked open. 

Moto Guzzi showed the latest Le 
Mans: styling changes include an all- 
black engine. But of course, it wasn't 
only Italian bikes at the show; the 
Japanese were there in force, as they 
have to be, since this is the world's 
number two international show. But 
they had nothing really new to show 
— they'd all popped their corks at 
Tokyo earlier in the month and the 
ZL600 Kawasaki Eliminator-style 
street cruiser, although attracting 
plenty of attention at the show, just 
wasn't really new. 


Husqvarna, the Swedish off-road 
manufacturers, sprang a world sur- 
prise at the show in the form of an 
800cc, water-cooled, twin-cylinder su- 
per trailbike. The bike's still experi- 
mental at the moment but Project 
2000, as it’s known, looks like form- 
ing the basis for an interesting Paris- 
Dakar bike. 

A power output of around 90 horse- 
power is being rumored for the Pro- 
ject 2000 machine which, as shown, 
sports long-travel suspension front 
and rear, a big, six-gallon gas tank, 
and a 300-pound dry weight. Husq- 
varna told little about the power- 

lant, but bare details are include a 

ore and stroke of 82.5x71mm, inter- 
esting two-into-one expansion cham- 
ber, reed valve induction and a six- 
speed transmission. 

A surprise from Laverda was the 
Atlas trailbikes, hastily cobbled to- 
gether for the show to add depth to 
the Laverda stand. The bikes — a 
50cc water-cooled, two-stroke single 
and a 600cc four-stroke, based on the 
Montjic parallel twin — were not 
roadworthy, and the rear suspension 
linkage on both bikes- was just a 
mock-up. 

The new 350cc Lesmo Grand Sport 
was an extremely well-finished ma- 
chine that is based around a 90? 
triple-cylinder, water-cooled two- 
stroke design. Induction is by reed 
valve and the 90° motor is reported to 
produce over 70 horsepower. The 
motor has six speeds, oil-injection 
and an electric starter. 

The new Ducati-Cagiva Pasos use 
a beautiful square section box tube 
frame and light alloy swingarm with 
single shock operated through a pro- 
gressive linkage. Both have the latest 
anti-dive Marzocchi front forks. — e

The making 
of brake pads

Most riders don’t think much about brake 
pads, as long as those pads slow down the 
motorcycle upon demand, but they’re actu- 
ally pretty amazing devices. Brake pads have 


to be unaffected by extreme 
heat as they convert kinetic 
energy to heat, through fric- 
tion, time after time. The ma- 


terial the pads are made of determines 
how they perform under wet and dry 
conditions, how long they last, how 
much the disc wears. 

Traditionally, brake pads have been 
made of asbestos-based compounds. 
But concerns about hazardous asbes- 
tos dust produced by such pads and 
problems with wet-weather braking 
started the movement to pads made of 
other materials about a decade ago. 
Street bikes now come stock with sin- 
tered metal brake pads, which work 
better in the wet but may require 
more lever pressure and don’t work as 
well in dry conditions as asbestos- 
based pads. Sintered metal pads also 
often score and wear stainless-steel 
discs rapidly when used hard. The 
catch is to make pads that work well 
under wet and dry conditions, don’t 


glaze or crack, and don’t damage the 
disc or create enough heat to boil the 
brake fluid. 

Aftermarket pads made of asbestos 
and other materials are available, and 
one aftermarket brake pad company 
is Obtec A.S. of Svendborg, Denmark, 
manufacturer of SBS (Scandanavian 
Brake Systems) pads. 

SBS pads are asbestos-free and are 
not made of sintered metal. Rather, 
the company makes pads out of com- 
pounds including brass and other 
materials; the company makes pads 
out of those materials not to avoid 
asbestos, according to company 
spokesmen, but rather because pads 
made of those materials worked bet- 
ter under wet conditions. The com- 
pounds are varied to deliver the fric- 
tion coefficient needed, as measured 
by a testing machine. 

It's easy to say a pad compound 
includes brass, but watching the man-

Myerscough edges 
‘Mara at Four-Stroke 





ATK-mounted Brian Myerscough won an 
out-and-out war with American Honda's 
Johnny O'Mara in the Open Pro class at the 
California Motosport Club's (CMC) annual 


Four-Stroke Nationals, held at 

Carlsbad Raceway. 
Myerscough, riding an ATK 

560, and O'Mara, aboard an 


American Honda XR500, battled 
throughout the first moto until 
Myerscough accidently stuck his han- 
dlebar through a section of fence on 
the second-to-last lap and bailed off 
hard, breaking the frame on his ATK. 
He remounted and managed to finish 
third behind O'Mara and Warren 
Reid (Yam). 
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O'Mara and Myerscough went at it 
again in the second moto until an 
ignition wire came loose on O'Ma- 
ra'sfactory Honda, forcing his retire- 
ment on the fifth lap. With O'Mara 
out, Myerscough cruised to an easy 
moto win to take the overall. Reid 
claimed second with a 2-2 finish, and 
Willy Simons powered his ATK into 
third overall with a 6-3 showing. 
O'Mara had to settle for sixth place, 
(1-11). 

Alan Olsen (ATK) won the Four- 
Stroke Vet Pro class with a victory in 





the first moto and a fourth-place fin- 
ish in the second race. Jon Miller 
(ATK) took second with consistent 
3-3 finishes, while Gary Jones grabbed 
third overall with a 5-2 effort. 

In the Women's Pro race, Kawa- 
saki-mounted Mercedes Gonzales (1-1) 
cruised to an easy win over her only 
competitor, Joanna Brownell (Hus). 

By virture of a second-moto vic- 
tory, Pete Whitney and Scott Whit- 
ney (Hon, 2-1) claimed the sidecar 
competition over the Yamaha-power- 
ed team of Phillip Palfreyman and 
Victor Palfreyman (Yam, 1-2). 

Ed Arnet outrode everybody in the 
500cc Four-Stroke Pro class, piloting 
his Husqvarna to wins in both motos. 
Olsen, also Husqvarna - mounted, 
grabbed second by twice finishing 
behind Arnet, while Gary Jones (C- 
A, 3-6), finished third. 

O’ Mara took a first-turn lead in the 
initial moto of the feature race, but a 
hard-charging Myerscough powered 
by on the second lap to steal the 
advantage. O' Mara pushed hard, rid- 
ing near the big ATK's rear fender 
until he was able to regain the top 
spot at the halfway point of the race. 
Lap after lap, Myerscough tried to 
get around O'Mara's Honda, but he 
found himself cut off at every corner. 
On the llth of 12 laps, Myerscough 
changed his line in a last-ditch effort 
to make an outside pass, but he went 
too far outside and crashed hard 
when his handlebar clipped the fence. 

“I made a mistake," Myerscough 
said after the first moto. "I tried to 
take a little different line, but I got 
too close to the fence. My handlebar 
got caught and I went down. It twisted 
the bike around and I flew off and 
landed on my back. I was hoping to 
pull away from (O' Mara) at the begin- 
ning of the race, but I couldn't do it. 
So I decided to try and hang in, and 
get him at the end. It didn't work 
out." 

O'Mara finished first, Reid moved 
into second and Myerscough re- 
mounted to take third. ATK riders 
Arnet and Keith O'Neal rounded out 
the top five. 

While things were relatively calm 
between motos in the O'Mara camp, 
crew members in Myerscough's pits 
repaired a break in the ATK's sub- 
frame (located just beneath the seat 
on the right-hand side of the bike), 
and replaced the motorcycle's silencer. 

When Myerscough took the lead at 
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the beginning of the second moto, it 
was O'Mara's turn to make repeated, 
fruitless attempts at passing. His at- 
tempts ceased on the fifth lap when 
his factory Honda quit running. “An 
ignition wire came out of the igni- 
tion and that was it,” O'Mara said. 
“It was just like having a kill button 
on. I was just here for fun, anyway." 

With O'Mara out of the competi- 
tion, Myerscough breezed to a sec- 
ond-moto win. He was followed across 
the line by Reid, Simons, Mike Fisher 
(ATK), and Arnet. “It went a little 
better that time," said Myerscough 
after the race "After (O'Mara) broke 
down, I just cruised. He was in second 
and I thought it was going to be a 
pretty hard race, then he was gone.” 
Myerscough, who also won the Open 
Pro class at the Four-Stroke Nation- 
als in 1983, was sponsored for the day 
by ATK, Answer Products, Myers- 
cough Racing and Scott Goggles. 

‘The bike worked really good,” he 
said. “It handles better than I thought 
it would. It's so fast! I want to thank 
Horst Leitner for letting me ride it." 

Two-stroke races in the 500, 250 
and 125cc Pro classes filled out the 
day’s professional program. 

Doug Dubach piloted his 125cc 
Yamaha to victory 1n both motos of 
the combined 125/500cc Pro race, 
while Honda-mounted Robot Rod- 
gers took first place in the 500cc class 
(1-2). Ray Sommo (Yam, 2-2) was 
second 125, while Yamaha rider Bader 
Manneh (3-3) took third. Woody Carl- 
son (Hon) finished 1-3 to claim second 
place in the 500cc class. Chris Shaw 
(Yam) took third with a 3-2 finish.

Zahrt read the first turn wrong in 
the combined Vet event, which left 
him back in the pack as Over 30

Seivert- 
son moved into the overall lead on 
lap three and stayed there for the 
overall and the 250 wins. Abdella 
dogged Simon for the entire race and 
finally passed with only a lap anda

Parker found an opening on lap four 
that put him in third, and Davis went 
back to fourth. Hayes had problems 
and ran off the track as Parker put 
Blose in second.

Riding a booming ATK560 
four-stroke, Randy Rodriquez 
came from behind in both 
motos to win the inaugural

Clear skies and tempera- 
tures in the 70s made for ideal track 
conditions for riders and spectators 
alike and the Perris track was care- 
fully prepped for the event with sev- 
eral new chicanes, rockers and small 
doubles added to keep the action 
close and exciting. 

Headlining the event was the Vet 
Pro race with three-time National 
Champion Gary Jones the prerace 
favorite in a field that included Rod- 
riquez, Kenny Zahrt, Jim Hoover, 
Jon Miller, Tom White, Tom Webb, 
Alan Olson, Dale Lewis and many 
others. 

True to expectations, Jones power- 
ed to the lead as the gate dropped on 
the first moto. Jones' lead was short- 
. lived, however, as he fell in a tight

left-hander, and Yamaha-mounted 
Hoover moved to the front. 

Jones remounted down field as 
Zahrt pushed his Honda into second, 
with Rodriquez coming from fifth to 
take over the number-three spot on 
lap two. Hoover held off Zahrt for a 
couple laps before Zahrt flew past on 
the big ski-jump. Rodriquez closed 
rapidly on the two-rider duel for the 
lead and at the halfway point the 
three riders were battling wheel-to- 
wheel. 

Behind the leaders an equally fur- 
ious battle over fourth spot between 
Miller, Olson and Yamaha PR ace 
Willie Amaradio raged, as positions 
were traded back and forth several 
times with less than a second separat- 
ing fourth through sixth throughout 
most of the moto. 

Up front the action heated up as 
the laps counted down. Rodriquez 
finally slipped past Hoover and 
caught Zahrt in the rockers to move 
into the lead. Zahrt charged back in 
the horseshoe but overcooked the 
turn and took a small off-course 
excursion. Rodriquez cruised on to 
the win as Zahrt settled for second 
ahead of Hoover. Jones charged past 
the fourth-place battle after his first- 
lap crash to place fourth with 
Amaradio fifth. 

"I've had the flu for about three 
weeks," noted Jones between motos, 
"and I just couldn't get back to the 
front after I fell." That didn’t stop the 
former factory star from grabbing the 
holeshot again in round two, but 
once again he took a tumble, allowing 
Zahrt and Rodriquez to power past as 
he remounted. Zahrt and Rodriquez 
provided plenty of crowd-pleasing 
action with the overall win on the 
line. With ATK-creator Horst Leitner 
beaming from the sidelines, Rodri- 
quez pushed his way to the lead and 
held on to the checkers to take his 
first National title. Zahrt went home 
with runnerup honors as a deter- 
mined Jones placed third for the 
moto and claimed third overall with 
Hoover fourth, Miller fifth and 
Olson sixth and first Over-40. 


In Vet Intermediate action, Keith 
Ehlers powered his Yamaha to a win 
in the biggest, toughest race of the 
day.

Motorcycle drag racing great 
Elmer Trett of Georgia made 
only one pass down the quarter- 
mile drag strip at Los Angeles 


County Raceway during the Motor- 
cycle Drag Racing Association's 
World Finals, and that pass netted 
the Kawasaki rider a new track record 
of 7.29 seconds, 194.80 mph. 

With nearly a one-second advan- 
tage over second qualifier Marion 
Owens (8.27/174.41), Trett packed 
his machine and waited for Sunday 
eliminations. But mechanical failure 
ended any hope of his Kawasaki mak- 
ing a final-round appearance, as the 
awesome power of his fueler broke a 
clutch component prior to staging 
for his first round of action. 

With Trett out of the way, Owens 
paved his way to his second-straight 
MDRA event win, knocking off Ron 
Fringer in round one, taking a bye 
run in the semi and defeaung the 
Motorcycle Warehouse-sponsored 
Harley of Dave Bourbeau of Massa- 
chusetts in the final, 8.44/165.44 to 
an off-pace 9.06/152.28. 

Byron Hines won the MDRA Pro 
Stock Championship onboard his 
Vance and Hines-backed Suzuki, as 
he qualified number. one with an 
8.43/154.10, and combed his way 
through eliminations to win the final 
with an 8.62/154.37 as Anthony And- 
erson's Suzuki slowed to an 8.88/ 
151.77. 


The Pro Comp season title was 
decided in the final round of P/C 
eliminations, with Ron Durham get- 
ting the win and the championship 
on his High Performance Motorcy- 
cles-sponsored Suzuki. The 1984 
MDRA P/C champ, Gary Pena, fin- 
ished second on his Ninja on both 
accounts, as the final round. netted 
Durham an 8.61/152.80 to a losing 
9.44. During qualifying, Pena set a 
new MDRA record of 8.46/155.17. 

Rick Gero's Sun Valley Vance and 
Hines Suzuki destroyed all the Pro 
Street records with an outstanding 
weekend of racing that included top 
qualifier (8.81/160.42), new MDRA 
records of 8.60/167.59, an unofficial 
best run of the weekend of 8.44, the 
event win over Charles Henry (Los 
Angeles) in the final, and a come- 
from-behind season championship.

Sweetland grabs 
ADRA finale

Husky rider Garth Sweetland 
wil be wearing the Arizona 
Desert Racing Association's 
(ADRA) number one plate for 


1986 after his win at the Casebeer 
Motocross Team-sponsored Sonoita 
to Rock Point Hare 'n' Hound, the 
finale to the 1985 Desert Champion- 
ship Series. 

This was the sixth overall victory 
for the Desert Husqvarna/Spectro 
Oils/Hallman Racing-sponsored 
XC500 rider this season. 

" (Paul) Bennett got out ahead, but 
I took it easy on the first (rough) 30 
miles. I wanted to make sure the bike 
made it okay. Everything went well, 
only the silencer blew out. The new 
course sections were more demand- 
ing, but I like 'em. It sure is great to 
win the last race of the series!” said 
Sweetland at the finish. 

Sweetland's time in covering the 
125 miles of Mexican desert was two 
hours, 19 minutes and 47 seconds. 
Just over a minute back was Jeff Dar- 
land (Hon) for second overall and in 
the Open Expert class. He said he fell 
once just off the start, then it was 
"pretty fast." 

In at third overall and Open Expert 
was John Rudder (Cag), two minutes 
back. At fourth overall, Marvin Kay 
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the Rocky Point-to-Sonora Hare 'n' Hound in Mexico. 


(Hon) topped the Amateurs, earning 
the Open class win. And at fifth over- 
all was Glen Dawson (Hon), fourth 
Open Expert. Mike Powers, on his 
Sunnyslope Honda CR250, was the 
250cc Expert winner and sixth over- 
all. Powers, Jamie Sims and Sweet- 
land were all on the same minute at 
checkpoint two, 49 miles out. 

Sweetland led the way, and in his 
dust, Sims missed a hole on the way 
to check three. He went down, break- 
ing a leg and dislocating a shoulder. 

Powers, who would have snatched 
the number one plate had he caught 
Sweetland, thought, “Championship 
or no, I've got to stop," and got Sims 
off the track and stabilized. 

Luckily help was nearby, and 
Powers rejoined the fray, chasing 
Sweetland at full tilt and reaching 
check three only six minutes behind. 

Sims is up and walking already, 
but the up-and-coming Expert will 
probably be sitting out most of the 
1986 season. 


Leaving the checkpoint, Powers 
had traffic to contend with, but still 
finished only eight minutes behind 
Sweetland and was quick enough for 
the 250cc Expert win, giving him 
number two for the second year. 


Early leader Paul Bennett (M-S) 
lost the lead when his radiator mounts 
started going away and he slowed. 
Bennett had been going for 1t because 
an overall victory was his only chance 
to move up from his number three 
ranking in the series points race. 

Sweetland and Sims got by when 
Bennett slowed. But Bennett's woes 
weren't over. A non-racing ATV pul- 
led into his path and the pair col- 
lided. Neither was hurt, but Bennett's 
bike took the brunt of the 1mpact, 
and after repairs he had to play catch- 
up the rest of the way, finishing sev- 
enth overall, fifth Open Expert, just 
over nine minutes back. He'll wear 
number three in '86. 

Duane Summers (Cag) was the 
only 200cc Expert to finish, coming 
in at eighth overall. The 250cc Ama- 
teur, Honda rider Joe Johnson, did it 
by just 33 seconds over series class 
points winner Tim Leehe (KTM) to 
round out the top 10. 

Then came the pack. 

Senior Expert Rob Beggs (KTM) 
took his class win after a good battle 
with Jamie Dryden (Hus) for most of 
the race, but Dryden never made 
check five. Open Novices Jeff Rogers 
(Cag) and Greg Campbell (Hus) 
fought it out all the way, with Rogers 
taking the win. 

At 15th overall, Mini Amateur win- 
ner K.C. Kirk finished his first point- 
to-point event. Kirk liked the dis- 
tance, but was glad it wasn't much 





longer because his rear sprocket was 
just about gone. And at 112th overall, 
Lee Balicki (KTM) won the Over-The- 
Hill-Gang division. Out of 197 star- 
ters, 147 finished this fun but tough 
point-to-point racc.

Eric Hall made an impressive 
four-for-four moto showing at

Hall led Olson into the first turn, 
while Curt Cunningham (Kaw) 
grabbed the B class lead over Tony 
Graves (Hon) to set the final finish- 
ing order in the B race. Jeff Daily 
(Kaw) took third place in the B moto 
and Richard Earle (Hon) rounded 
out the top three in the Pro race. 

In the second moto, Hall again 
beat Olson and Cunningham clob- 
bered the B contestants. Both riders 
claimed overall wins with 1-1 show- 
ings. Olsen and Farle rounded out 
the Pro finish, while Graves and 
Daily came in second and third in the 
B division. 

Hall maintained his winning mo- 
mentum by launching his 1986 K TM 
250 into the lead of the first 250 Open 
Pro moto. His closest competition 
came from Yamaha-Honda of Rose- 
burg's Rod Keller (Hon), who pres- 
sured Hall for the entire race but 
could never get by. The second moto 
also was a Hall/Keller show, with 
Hall holding off Keller for the win. 
Earle finished the day 3-3 to take 
third place. 

Mark Nored (Kaw) won the 125cc 
C class over reigning 125cc series 
champion John Gregson (Kaw). At 
the drop of the starting gate, Amsoil/ 
Newburg Honda's Don Schneider 
led the first moto of the combined 
125cc C/250cc C divisions over Kawa- 
saki-mounted Dalton Jeremiah and 
Californian Donny Herron (Yam). 
Schneider led every lap of the eight- 
lap race while Nored moved past a 
huge pack of 250s to settle into second 
(first 125). Gregson finished third 
(second 125), while Brad Grover (Yam) 
moved through traffic to take fourth 
(second 250). 

Schneider grabbed the lead again 
in moto two with Ray Bruington 
(Kaw), Herron and Jeremiah close 
behind.

When the banner dropped, groans 
were heard from fans on both sides of 
the fence. Purvines had trouble get- 
ting his new bike to fire off and 
started well back in the pack, while 
Welch got a good start but then was 
almost separated from his bike when 
another rider slammed into him. Due 
to the figure-eight configuration of 
the 33-mile-long course, the riders 
were visible again at the halfway 
point through the first lap. At that 
time, both riders had worked their 
way through the slower traffic and 
were running 1-2 with Welch leading. 

At the end of the first lap, Welch 
came in first but with a flat rear tire. 
Purvines came in about 20 seconds 
behind him and, after a fast gas stop, 
took over the lead on the second lap. 
A minute and 20 seconds later, Welch 
lit out in hot pursuit. Midway through 
the second lap, they passed the pits 
again and Welch had closed the gap 
to 15 seconds. At the end of lap two, 
Purvines still led and came into the 
pits with his usual whooping and 
hollering, just enjoying the hell out 
of the ride, but it was back to business 
as Welch pulled in behind him. 

Going out on the third and final 
lap, Purvines led Welch by the slim- 
mest of margins — only 10 seconds 
separated the two riders.

ufacturing process, it's almost hard 
to believe. Brass is good because it 
gets heat out of the system quickly, 
SBS spokesmen say, but in the fac- 
tory, there's no sign of shiny brass; 
after steel backing plates are inserted 
in press molds, a small plastic vial of 
a white binding powder, then another 
vial of a fluffy, gray pad compound 
powder are dropped in. The material 
is pressed at 1740 psi and baked at 
356? F for about six minutes; then the 
pads are removed and put in a curing 
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oven at 338° F for 10 hours. After 
curing, the pads are painted black, 
ground down to the proper thick- 
ness, and packaged for shipping. 

The company makes brake pads 
and other friction materials for sale 
by many large companies under their 
own labels, and sells the pads under 
the SBS brand as well. 

And when a set of SBS brake pads 
hauls down a big street bike from 140 
mph, it’s hard to believe that the pad 
started life as a plastic vial of fluffy 
gray powder baked and pressed onto 
a steel backing plate in Svendborg,

Cagiva slates 
summer release for 
1987 750 Paso

Cagiva North America, Inc., 
probably will release its 1987 
Ducati Paso in the United States 
sometime during the summer 


of 1986, company officials announced 
today during Pirelli Tire Company's 
U.S. premiere. 

Though the motorcycle is not yet 
in production, a sleek 750cc proto- 
type recently was shown in Milan, 
Italy and was made available for 
viewing by the motorcycle press in 
Universal City during the introduc- 
tion of Pirelli's 1986 Product line. 

The bike will be powered by a 
748cc, air-cooled, 90? V-twin, four- 
stroke, SOHC desmo engine, witha 
bore and stroke of 88X61.5mm. Cag- 
iva claims the powerplant will pro- 
duce 56 horsepower at 9000 rpm, 
with a 10,000 rpm redline. 

The engine has Gilnisil (nickel /si- 
licon)-coated aluminum cylinders, 
forged steel connecting rods and a 
plain-bearing crankshaft. Each cylin- 
der head has a single camshaft driven 
off the crank by a toothed belt, me- 
chanically opening and closing two 
valves through a desmodromic rocker 
arm system. 





The engine has a wet sump with 
twin oil coolers on the sides of the 
fairing and an engine oil capacity of 
3.6 quarts. It also 1s equipped with 
electric start, and spark is supplied by 
a Kokusan electronic ignition. 

The dry, multi-plate, hydraulically 
operated clutch has 14 sintered-metal 
friction plates; the transmission 1s a 
five-speed. 

The frame uses 4130 chrome moly, 
square-box-section tube with a re- 
movable lower section. Marzocci MIR 
forks provide front suspension, offer- 
ing 5.5 inches of travel, as well as a 
hydraulic anti-drive system with ex- 
ternal rebound adjustment. Cagiva's 
"Soft-Damp" single-rear-shock sys- 
tem uses forged alloy links mounted 
on needle bearings and a single Ohlins 
CA 508 shock with a box-section 
aluminum-alloy swingarm; rear 
wheel travel 1s 5.35 1nches. 

There are Pirelli tubeless radial 
tires front and rear, dual Brembo disc 
brakes in front, and a single Brembo 
disc brake in the rear. Seat height 1s 
30.7 inches; wheelbase is 57.2 inches, 
and ground clearance is 6.49 inches. 

Claimed dry weight is 373.7 lbs., 
with 50.2% of the weight distributed 
over the front axle and 49.8% distri- 
buted over the rear axle. Fuel capac- 
ity 1s 5.94 gallons. 

Cagiva has set a vague import 
target date for sometime in the sum- 
mer of 1986. Though the retail price 
has not been set, the motorcycle should 
sell for about $4800.

Interview: Supercross inventor Mike Goodwin 


Goodwin fights back

From a luxury box high above the floor of 
the Los Angeles Coliseum on November 9, 
promoter Mike Goodwin watched helplessly 
as his latest plan to make supercross racing 


more exciting exploded in his 
face. The Coliseum shook with 
the sounds of boos when Good- 
win’s format for a two-row 


start — Europeans in front, Ameri- 
cans in back — quickly turned into a 
sand-bagging fiasco. 

“I just about died," said Goodwin 
later, talking about the ordeal. ''I 
thought, ‘Somebody must have 
known this was going to happen and 
nobody mentioned it to me.’ Rick 
Johnson spoke up pretty quick and I 
thought, ‘Maybe we can turn this 
around.’ We really needed to take 
advantage and turn it around." 

When he realized what was hap- 
pening, Goodwin ran to the pits and 
talked to each of the riders who had 
sand-bagged in heat races in order to 
earn first-row starts in the main event. 
Goodwin offered the riders money if 
they'd agree to start the feature race 
from the back row — but a few 
refused to cooperate. 

"I gotevery one of the riders except 
for Johnny O'Mara to start on the 
second row," Goodwin said. “‘( Jeff) 
Ward said he was going to start on 
the second row and then changed his 
mind. I said, ' Jeff, what are you talk- 
ing about?' He said he told the crowd 
that if everyone else did it, then he 
would start on the back row. I told 
him that I didn't think anybody per- 
ceived it that way and that he would 
look terrible. 

"Even a minute before the gate 
dropped, I said, ‘Jeff, I've got one 
more spot — you told these people.' 
He said, ‘No, no, it’s too late; I can't 
get my pick on the gate.’ It was so 
short-sighted. Ihe difference was 
about $2000, and Jeff's got to make a 
quarter of a million bucks a year. I 
really did think that they would have 
told me (if) they were going to screw 
up the show. They did not." 

The episode at the Rodil Cup may 
have bruised Goodwin's ego, but the 
P.T. Barnum of supercross makes 
assurances that he'll be back. 

“Frankly, if all the stars would 
have been on the back row, we'd have 
had a heck of a race. That's the thing 
that's a shame. I don't know why the 
riders felt they had to do that. I don't 
know if...they decided ahead of time 
or not. But it hurt them more than it 
hurt me. Believe me, I can go do 
something else. I love the sport and 
it's going to kill me if it dies — very 
few guys get to invent a sport — and 
I'm going to be sick if it goes away. 
But you know what? I have a lot of 
other talents. 

"I can go develop real estate and 
make a lot more money. Maybe — 
and I hope this isn't the case — 
maybe I've got to walk away from 
(supercross) before they realize that 
without Mike Goodwin selling spon- 
sors and television, and those kinds 
of things, it's not going to be here for 
long. The problem we had at the 
Rodil Cup with the riders sand-bag- 
ging really lit a fire under me. I've got 
an Anaheim coming up that will be 
the best event that I've ever promoted 
in my entire life” 

The Rodil Cup ordeal is only the 
latest episode in Goodwin's contro- 
versial career. He has come under fire 
for many things since he began pro- 





moting supercross races. Riders have 
complained about low prize money, 
and Goodwin has been in what seems 
likea continuous feud with the AMA 
over his supercross promotions. But 
what has been his biggest problem in 
promoung the sport? 

"My biggest problem in 1985 has 
been that I have been in a million- 
dollar lawsuit with Mickey Thomp- 
son," Goodwin said. “And the time 
I've spent in that is the time I haven't 
been able to devote to supercross. It 
has been disabilitating. That, we 
hope, will be over in a couple of 
months, by the 15th of February, and 
I'll be able to get back and do this full 
ume. With that aside, theriders aren't 
really my biggest problem because 
they put on a great show and the fac- 
tories bring them to the events. 

"Ican understand where they would 
look up and say, 'We want more 
money,' when they see the stands at 
Anaheim full. They think, Goodwin 
had to make a million dollars; how 
come we don't make more money? 
Well, they don't count the crowd at 
the next three LA events that average 
34,000 people, all of which lost over 
$100, 000. 

“The real tragedy is the fighting 
we've had over the years with the 
AMA. Time that we can't spend sel- 
ling sponsorships, promoting events 
and negotiating television. Instead 
we're fighting all the time. Maybe it's 
my fault, I don't know. The thing is 
that everybody has their own set of 
priorities and the AMA legitimately 
needs to be more concerned about 
helmet laws and street riders, because 
most of their members are street rid- 
ers. They just haven't wanted to devote 
the time to it (supercross).”’ 

This year, PACE Management, 
Goodwin's major competitor in su- 
percross promoting, will hold an 
AMA/Camel Pro Series short track 
and a supercross on back-to-back 
nights at the Houston Astrodome. 
It's something that Goodwin has 
always wanted to do, but his feud 
with the AMA has always gotten in 
the way, according to Goodwin. 

"AMA refuses to give me a Class C 
sanction," he said. “I asked them to 
give me one of them as a regional and 
give me theother as a National, if Ido 
well. Class C needs some help. Frank- 
ly, I've got a big enough job cut out 
for me with motocross. I hope PACE 
does well at it. I think it's a heck of an 
idea and I think it should have come 
before now. I would have done it ear- 
lier if AMA would have let me." 

The Rose Bowl in Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia was the sight of the final race 
for the Supercross Championship in 
1985. Ward and Broc Glover were 
only separated by a single point going 
into the event. A promoter's dream. 
But this also turned out to be a con- 
troversial race, as Ward rolled back- 
wards on the track to restart his bike 
after stalling on a jump. Ward was 
fined $500, and some argued that he 
should have been disqualified. Ward 
went on to beat Glover and the 
championship was his. It was later 
rumored that Goodwin, in an effort 
to keep the fans happy, helped keep 
Ward in the main event. 

"I had nothing to do with the rul- 
ing," Goodwin said. "Somebody im-

plied the other day that I had some- 
thing to do with it. They must think I 
have more horsepower than I do. 


Nobody asked me about it. Abso- 
lutely no way. Somebody asked me, 


‘Did Goodwin really send Glover 
down the river?’ I never thought that 
I would be involved in it. The only 
two things the AMA controls in our 
agreement is the fairness of competi- 
tion, and it’s exclusively theirs, and 
safety, and that’s exclusively theirs. 

"If somebody asked me how I look- 
ed at it, and I probably shouldn't 
comment because no matter what, 
people will dislike me for it; but peo- 
ple dislike me for a lot of things 
already. I think it was good for the 
sport that Ward's title got upheld, 
but I think it was really unfair to 
Glover. If I would have been asked to 
vote — and It’s not easy to speculate 
on what you would do in a situation, 
so I may be wrong — I would have 
voted for Glover. My only problem 
there is that's based on things I've 
heard about the other incidents and I 
haven't been there. It doesn't sound 
like they have any consistency. It's 
really unfortunate, but that's the way 
I would have gone on that deal." 

This year, supercross will feature a 
production-bike-only rule, thus giv- 
ing the privateer a chance to compete 
on equal machinery with the factory- 
contracted riders. That rule, how- 
ever, may be a farce, according to 
Goodwin. 

"I was the champion of the pro- 
duction-only rule," Goodwin said. 
“That was a difficult decision. I feel 
the privateers need to feel that they 
can do something, and maybe they 
can break into the top 10 now. But 
frankly, when I heard the modifica- 
uons they are going to allow, I may 
have created a monster. I don't know 
enough about the technicalities, but I 
heard they are going to allow them to 
change all the gears in the transmis- 
sion and what privateer can afford 
that? They can change the length of 
the connecting rod, and I think I 
heard they can change the crank- 


shaft. What are we going to leave the 
same? The fenders and the gas tank? 
We shouldn't have done it at all 
then." 

Supercross has lost its share of 
sponsors over the years. Wrangler, 
Miller Brewing Co., and others have 
disappeared from the scene. This 
year Coca-Cola may not renew their 
sponsorship package with supercross. 
It seems, according to Goodwin, that 
Coca-Cola is looking for something 
that supercross may no longer be able 
to give — a squeaky clean image. 

“The real problem is the drug 
abuse problem and I'm very anti- 
drugs,” Goodwin said. ““Peopledon’t 
know they have a problem with it. 
Cocaine, for example. Maybe people 
who are coke freaks don't really real- 
ize they have a dependency. Now it’s 
worse in that the bust we know about 
in Japan (involving AMA 125cc 
Nauonal MX Champion Ron Le- 
chien) really hurts the credibility of 
our sport. I don't think it's okay (just) 
because baseball and football have a 
problem too. 

“The thing I've always pitched to 
Coca-Cola 1s the fact that we have 
young athletic-type kids and they can 
get to the 16- to 24-year-olds. We have 
a good way to get to the 16- to 24-year- 
olds without the drug problems of 
rock 'n' roll and they really like that. I 
don't know if that (the Lechien bust) 
has anything to do with why, for the 
first year 1n many years, they haven't 
renewed (their sponsorship agree- 
ments) or not. I think they will, but I 
haven't gotten a call back. It's a con- 
cern. I hope that we, meaning our 
sport, has learned our lesson from the 
one bad incident we had and do what- 
ever we can do to control it. What 
amazes me is that I don't know how 
those guys go as fast as they go if any 
of them are using drugs." 

Goodwin's experiments to find the 
perfect supercross format have prob- 
ably cost the sport some fans, but 
Anaheim should be the turning point. 
Goodwin is promising the best show 
ever and to save his sport, he may 
have to produce exactly that. E
